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THE SINO-SOVIET TREATY 
The recently signed 30-year treaty betweeh 
China and Russia holds every promlfc of be- 
coming another mighty bulwark lor peace 
and security both In the far east and In the 
world aa a whole. 

It was a highly significant and most Im- 
portant document lor a great many reasons. 
But It there Is any one fact In connection 
with the treaty that is more fllgnlflcant than 
any other, It was Russia's action In conduct- 
ing the nDgotlatlons and In signing tho treaty 
with the Central Chinese government hiiaded 
by Generalissimo Chlank Kal-ahck Instead of 
with' communist elements which dominate a 
large portion of north China. 

Thus, an Immediate result of tho treaty 
appears tohave been a termination ofa con- 
dition approximating civil war between tho 
central Chinese government and the com- 
munist elemcnta In that nation. Deprived ol 
tho support they may have expected from tho 
Soviet, tho Chinese communists' Immediately 
agreed to' go to ChungUng to confer with tho 
genorallsslmo, thus accepting an Invitation 
they had received flatly on at least two previ- 
ous occasions. 

On the whole, the trjiaty seems to reflect 
a broad and generous attitude by the Soviet 

. toward China. The Russians could have taken 

: jufit about anything they might have wanted 

■ In China, andlt is unlikely that anyone would 

; or could have' stopped them. 

As one example, they might have taJcen 

"Manchuria. Instead, Darlen was made a free 
port open to all nations for the next 30 years 

; and Port Arthur will bo operated Jointly by 

" the Lwo nations as a naval base. 

Everything considered, ' Russia seems to 
have demonstrated and acted upon the .■sort 
ol loreslght Which should make for an cn- 

V during peace In tho far east. The nu.s.slans 
could have taken a great deal more than they 

..■ did, but 'if they had done so, they might have 
sowed the seeds of another war In the future. 

TJie treaty appears to have created the sort 
of atmosphere between China and Russia In 
which peace and good will can thrive. There 

: .la nothing In flr.sl reactions to tho treaty to 

, indicate that tho agreement Is dlstaatefui to 
either nation. 

It holds every promise of being tha sort of 
foundation upon which a real peace can be 
built — a peace not alono between Russia and 
China, but for every nation which might be 
affected by suspicion and clashing between 
those two dominant powers ol the Asiatic 
continent. 



LIVING WITH THE ATOM , 
It Is already evident that Americans are not 
going to be scared to death by tho atomic 
bomb. Maybe wo ought to bo sitting in an- 
guished uneailness on this earth which has 
Eudc^enly become a powder keg. Maybe wo 
,jihould shudder at tho thought that no good 
"which may/rome from the controlled crea- 
tion ol atomic fission can- remove the threat 
of worse destruction than was dealt tho Japs 
^ at Hiroshima and Nagasaki. 

But Americans are taking the atomic' ago 
In their stride. We seem to be accepting It as 
wo accepted Couelsm. technocracy, mah 
jong, Mae West and the Dlonne quintuplets. 
'We~are beginning to make Jokes about If and 
exploit Its commercial possibilities. 

Puns are puttlnR In on . appearance — puns 
of such a nature as lo make any selt-respcct- 
Ing electron break loose from Its orbit and 
run [or cover: up and atom, Eve the first 
Atom-smasher, and so on. to the point where 
one has atomic ache. 

Tho atom will inevitably appear In a popu- 
lar song, if It hasn't already. Equally; Inevitl- 
ble will be a lot ol pictures of bathing beau- 
ties, pln-.up ElrlB and other curvy creatures, 
captioned "Anatomic Bombs.v 

At least one cafe has brought out the 
Atomic Bomb cocktail, price 75 centj, and 
positively only one to a customer. 

The fiober fact that one atomic bomb is 
more than sufficient for 50,000 customers Is 
beside the point. For today the atom bomb 
Is a catchword as well-a.-; a terrifying, mysti- 
fying result of man's wisdom. It has caught 
. tho public fancy, and so long as It holds that 
. fancy It will help sell merchandise, from 
; cocktails to adventure stories. 
: Bo what?. It Isn't that Americans, even the 
-punsters and the promoters, don't realize that 
;the harnessing of atomic power Is no joke. 
It JBn't -that we are completely Irrespbnslble 
and scnsejesa. Rather it may be that we are 
diowlng realistic courage. 
The bombing of Hiroshima was one of the 
' fiUffest, most aobering Jolts that the world of 
thimcing; men ever received. Yet a couple of 
weekfl later wa Amortcana were making Jokea 
about It. And perhaps that la Juat aa well. 

Atomic power is h,on to stay, for better or 
\TOrEe, And has got to be lived wlth.„At Its 
.-worst. It is only another threat iff death. 
'And men live with that threat evcty day, as 
itbey have since the beginning of time. 

Meft atand today on the threshold of what 
itiiegr hopejBlii l» B better .world.

THE SINO-SOVIET TREATY 
The recently signed 30-ycar treaty between 
China and Russia liolds every proml.';c of be- 
comlng another mighty biUwarK Sot pyacc 
and security botli in the lar cast and In the 
world as a whale. 

It was n highly significant and most Im- 
portant document for a great many reasons, 
But it there is any one fact In connection 
with the treaty that is more significant than 
any other, it was Russia's action in conduct- 
ing the negotiations and In signing the treaty 
with the Central Chincso government headed 
' by Generalissimo Chlank Kai-shek Instead of 
with communist elements which dominate a 
large portion of north China, 

Thus, an Immediate result of the treaty 
appears to have been a tcrmlnatlfin of a con- 
dition approximating civil war between the 
central Chinese government and the £fiip- 
munlst elements Itt that nation. Deprived o; 
the support thsy may have expected from the 
Bovlet, the Chinese communists Immediately 
flgrced to go to Chungking to confer with the 
generalissimo, thus accepting tin invitation 
they had received flatly on at least two previ- 
ous occasions. 

On the whole, the treaty seema to reflect 
a broad and generous attitude by the Soviet 
toward China, The Russiana could' have taken 

I Just about anything they might have wanted 

; in China, and It is unlikely that anyone would 

: or could have stopped tlicm. 

As one example, they might have taken 

-' Manchuria. Instead, Darien was made a free 
port open to all nations for the next 30 years 

• and Port Arthur will be operated Jointly by 
" the two nations as a naval base, 

* Everything considered, Rus-sia seems to 

■ have demonstrated and acted upon the sort 
ol loreslght which should make for an cn- 

^ during peafce lii the far east. The Russians 
; could have taken ft great deal more than they 
■■ did, but if they had|dpno so, thoy might hlivo 
sowed the aeeds ol attothor war In the future. 

The treaty appears to have created the sort 
of atmosphere between China and Russia In 
which peace and good will can thrive. There 
: la nothing in first reactions to the treaty to 

■ Indicate that the agreement Is distasteful to 
either nation. 

It holds every promise of being the sort of 
foundation upon which a real peace can' be 
bitllt — a peace not alona between Russia and 
China, but lor every nation which might be 
affected by suspicion and clashing between^, 
these two dominant powers, of the Asiatic 
continent. 



LIVING WITH THE ATOM ' 
It is already evldept that Americans are not 
going to be scared to death by the atomic 
bomb,_Mayb3 wo ought to be sitting In an-, 
gulshe'd uneasiness on this earth which has 
suddenly become a powder keg. Maybe wo 
should shudder at the thought that no good 
which liay come from the controlled crea- 
tion of atomic fission can remove the threat 
of worse destruction than was dealt the Japs 
at Hiroshima and Nagasaki, 

But Americans are taking the atomic ago 
In their stride. Wo seem to bo accepting it as 
we accepted Couclsm, technocracy, mah 
Jong, Mae West and the Dlonne quintuplets. 
We arc beginning to make Jokes about it and 
exploit its commercial possibilities. 

Puns are putting In an appearance— puns 
of auch a nature as to make ariy self-respect- 
ing electron break loose from its orbit and 
tun for cover: up and atom. Eve the first
